NON-INTERCOURSE—No. V. 


The next exposition of the Circular re- 
spects the coasting trade. ‘“' The coast- 
ing trade (says the Secretary) is by the 
14th section released from every finfedi- 
ment laid by the Embargo laws,” but then 
comes “ such provisions excepted as are 
Contained m the 15th sect:” that is to 
Say, it''s released from every thing it is 
not rvleased from. But we have long ago 


heen taught that all is not gospel that we 
find in Mr. Gallatin’s Cireular. I fear that 
in the present instance, the very wide de- 
parture from truth and fairness will call 
upon all our cherity to attribute his mis- 
representation to mete ignorance. Let 
us then turn, to the law and eXamine for 
ourselves. 

The repealing clause of the 14th sec- 
tion above teferred to, which is to release 
the coasting trade from every imfiedimeut, 
is in these words :— 

“ And be it further enacted, That #0 
much of the act laying an embargo on all 
ships and vessels in the ports and harbors 
of the United States, and of the several 
acts supplementary thereto, as compels 
vessels owned by citizens of the United 
States, bound to another fort of the said 
states, or vessels licensed for the- coasting 
trade, or boats cither not masted, or not 
decked, to give bond and load under the in- 
shection of arevenue officer, or renders them 
liable to detention merely on account of the 
nature of their cargo (such provisions €x- 
cepted as relate to districts adjacent to the 
territories, colonies or provinces of a for- 
eign nation, or to vessels belonging or 
beund to such districts) be, and the same 
is hereby repealed, from and after the fif- 
teenth day of March, 1809.” 


It appears then that only “ so much” of 
the embargo laws is repealed. How much? 
First, so much as requires vessels to give 
bond. Second, so much as dispenses with 
the presence of a revenue officer. And 
lastiy, so much as “ renders them liable 
to detention on account of the nature of 
their cargoe” And how much does all 
this amount to? To discover how much, 
we are again driven to hunt through all 
the embargo laws, additions, supplements, 
Secretary Circulars, and Presidential epis- 
tolary Instructions. 

The first Embargo Act imposed no re- 
strictions whatever on the coasting trade. 
But the first supplement required certain 
bonds of double the value of the vessel and 
cargo, conditioned to reland the cargo and 
not to be employed in any foreign trade. 
The first Addition required similar bonds 
of foreign vessels ; but excepted boats not 
masted or not decked, “ unless in the o- 
pinion of the Secretary of the Treasury 
su¢h bond should be necessary.” The 
4th section of the Forcing Act requires 
coasting vessels to give similar bond in an 
amount equal to three hundred dollars for 
each ton. But this is repealed by the 14th 
section ef the act before us; but then again 
it is restored by the next section, the 15th, 
only that the amount of the penalty is to 
be one hundred and fifty dollars, instead 
of three hundred. So much for the bond. 

The presence of the revenue officer is 
dispensed with. 

he remaining question is what are we 
to understand by a “‘ detention on account 
of'the nature of their cargo ?”’ 

in a Circular issued by Mr. Gallatin on 
the 6th May, 1808, and addressed to the 
several Collectors, ne informs them that 
by the express “ direction of the presi- 
dent,”’ they must suspect all “ unusual 
shipments” particularly of flour and other 
provisions, butter, naval stores, pot and 
pearl ashes and flaxseed, of an intention to 
violate the embargo and detain the vessel 
accordingly. Likewise that they should 
suspect that whenever sueh articles were 
to be carried to places that usually export- 
ed them, the intention was bad and they 
must be detained. The Circular added, 
however, that in order to prevent the in- 
convenience which the want of a sufficient 
supply of provisions might occasion in some 
states, the president had been graciously 
pleased to write letters to the governors of 
five of the States, authorising tliem to per- 
mit certain individuals in whom they Aad 
confidence, to bring as much flour home as 
the said Governors might think was want 
ed for the people’s consumption. Accom- 
panying the Circular we find the gracious 
Epistle here alluded to; and truly a most 
curious epistle it is. The existence of 
such a thing will not probably be credited 
twenty years hence. Let us look at it. 

It is addressed “to the Governors of 
Orleans, Georgia, South-Carolina, Masss- 
chusetts and New- Hampshire,” and is dat- 
‘ed Washington, 6th May, 1808. 

“* —— is one of the few places on our 
sea-board which needs no supplies of flour 
by sea for its own consumption. ‘Fhat it 
may not suffer by the cautions we are o- 


"bliged to use, I request of your excellen- 


cy; whenever you deem it necessary that 
your present or any future stocks should 
be enlarged, to take the trouble of giving 
your certificate in favor of any merchant 
in whom you have confidence, directed to 
the collector of any port, usually export- 
ing flour, from which he may choose to 
bring it for any quantity which you may 
deem necessary for consumption beyond 
your interior supplies.” ‘In this way 
we may insure a supply of the real wants 
of your citizens and at the same time pre- 
vent those wants from being made a cover 
for the crimes against their country which 
unpfrrincifiled adventurere are in the habit 
of committing. I trust too that your ex- 
cellency will find an apology for the trou- 
ble [ propose to give you, in that desire 
which you must feel, in common with aii 
our worthy citizens, that inconveniences en- 
countered cheerfully by them for the in- 
terest of the country, shall not be turned 
merely to the unlawful profits of the moar 
worthless fart of society. 
I salute your excellency 
with assurance of my high 
respect and consideration, 
(Signed) TH. JEFFERSON.” 


I have given this infamous scroll in full, 
because already it seems hardly possible 
that a President could have dared to as- 
sume such a stretch of power, and because 
it is a perfect index to the spiteful malev- 
elence which boiled in the writer's breast. 








’ 


In vain may wé Bearch the embatgo laws 
for the clause which invested him with e- 
ven an implied authority to issue such in- 
structions. No law contains it. The law 
on which he seems to rely in the first part 
of his letter, viz. the additional supplement 
of the 25th of April, coritains nothing giv- 
ing the President any right whatever to 
intertheddle in its execution. The IIth 
section is the otie on which he’ presumed. 
But that only authorises the Collectors to 
“detain any vessel ostensibly bound to 
some other port of the United States, 
whenever in thei» (not the President’s) o- 
pinion, the intention is to violate or evade” 
the embargo. It may be recollected that 
this subject once came befure the Circuit 
Court at Charleston, South-Carolina, and 
that the court determined that the Presi- 
dent had no right to interfere, nor the Sec- 
retary neither ; that both the circular of 
the latter and the instructions of the for- 
mer were unwarrantable and void, and that 
therefore the Collector was not beund to 
obey them. ’Tis true Cxsar Rodney that 
obsequious and ever ready tool of Jeffer- 
son, gave an opinion ip writing which was 
addressed to the people in the newspapers, 
in which he endeavored to prove that it 
was the right of the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury and the President to expound the 
laws, and that Courts and Judges had noth- 
ing todo with them. And if the people 
could overlook the scandalous invasion of 
their rights by the President in the first 
instance, they might easily forgive this in- 
sult to their understanding. But to pro- 
ceed— 

In what embargo law, what addition or 
supplement shal] we find an authority or 
direction given to the collectors, to detain 
vessels, “‘ on account of the nature of the 
cargo,’ I answer, it is not to be found in 
any of them. We find it indeed in Gal- 
latin’s daring circular and Jefferson’s ar- 
bitrary instructions, but we find it in no 
law. The repealing clause therefore, in 
the 14th section, which relates to the de- 
tention of vessels “ merely on account of 
the nature of the cargo,” is perfectly nu- 
gutory ; there is nothing for it to operate 
upon ; it is vor et froterea nihil, and could 
have been inserted with no intention but 
to deceive. On the other hard, many o- 
dious provisions still rermainin force. For 
instance, by the first section of the addi- 
tional act of April i4th, “a manifest of 
the whole cargo en board, including arti- 
cles of domestic growth or manufacture, 
as well as foreign merchandize,” must be 
delivered to the collector by the master or 
captain of every coasting vessel and every 
market boat. This remuins still in force. 
Sy the 7th section of the same act they 
must all submit to be visited and examin- 
ed by every revenue cutter or revenue 
boat, at the pleasure of the commanding 
officer, and whenever such commandiag 
officer chuses to susfiect them, they are to 
be seized and sent into the nearest port. 
This is still in force. The 10th section 
authorises the colléctor to detain them 
whenever he susfiects they mean to violate 
or evade the law. This is still in force. 
By the 15th section of the Non-Intercourse 
Act, they cannot even load their vessels 
without first obtaining a permission to do 
so from the great man at the Custom- 
house: and if they so far succeed as to 
procure this special favor, it must be on 
their entering into enormous bonds with 
sureties, in an amount equal to $150 for 
each ton, that they will not go to any for- 
cign port nor (whatever accident they may 
meet with in the river or elsewhere) fut 
any article on board of any other vessel, nor 
be employed in any foreigntrade.” And 
this Mr. Gallatin tells the people is releas- 
ing the coasting trade from every imfiedi- 
ment, some trifling exceptions excepted. 
But the most odious and unconstitutional 
provisions of the embargo laws, those I 
mean which relate to ports and places ad- 
jacent to foreign territories are expressly 
continued in force, But more of this in 
our next.

Family Affairs. 

We have lately received from Hudson, a very 
pleasant little hand.bill, entitled, «4 Curiosity, 
ora New Method of devising Ways and Means 
Sor vecessitous Relations.” The handbill containg 
the following letters, with some local remarks, 
for which we have not room: The following 
explanation, however, is necessary to render the 
letters intelligible to our distant readers. 

Killian Hogeboom, (son of Stephen Hoge- 
boom late senator of this state, and brother in 
law of Gen. Thomas treasurer of this state) had 
for a number of years been clerk of the county 
of Columbia—an office worth about one thou- 
sand dollarsa year. He was a democrat, and 
an active attendant on elections; but he was 
suspected of quiddism at the time of Tompkins’ 
election, and his removal was of course threaten- 
ed. 

Joseph D. Monell, (son of Doctor Monell, and 
brother-in-law of Philip S. Parker, recorder of 
Hudson,) was the prominent candidate for the 
office ; but he was afterwards put off on the pre- 
tence, that Mr. Hogeboom’s connections were 
so powerful that his removal would prove ex. 
tremely injurious to the party. 

Last summer, Marshall Jenkins, jun. of Hud. 
son (brother-in-law of Elisha Jenkins, secretary 
of this state) failed in business ; and his “ royal 
cousins,” it seems, set their wits to work to get 
a living for him, out of the public. He came to 
Albany, and with brother Elisha, danced atten- 
dance at the council board, for the clerkship of 
Columbia. 

At this time Thomas Jenkins (brother of Eli- 
sha) held the office of commissioner of loans for 
the county of Columbia, under the new law of 
1807, 8—an office alinost nominal, being worth 
only about fifty dollars a year.

Pennsylvania Rebellion, 
or 
Gov. Snyder’s War against the 
United States. 

We have hitherto been silent on this 
subject, because we did not perfectly un- 
derstand it ourselves, and we were unwil- 
ling to publish any thing that might make 
an erroneous impression on un affair that 
is important, and may become Very SeTis 
ous. But we have now ‘collected the 
principal outlines of the case, for the in- 
formation of our readers 

In the early part of the war between 


the United States and Great-Britain, 
Gideon Olmstead and other citizens of 
Cennecticut, who had been carried to Ja- 
maica as prisoners, were employed as 
part of the crew of ihe sloop Active, 
bound from Jamaica to New York and 
laden with a cargo for the use of the Brit. 
ish army in that place. On the voyage, 
Olmstead and others seized the vessel, 
confined the captwin, and steered fer Ege 

Harbour. In sight of that place, the Ac, 
tive was captured by the Convention, an 
armed ship belonging to the state of Penn. 
sylvania, brought in port, libelled and cons 
demned as prize to the captors. From 
this sentence, Gideon Olmstead and oth- 
ers, who claimed the vessel and cargo, 
appealed to the court of appeals establish- 
ed by Congress, by which tribunal the 
sentence of condemnation was reversed 
—the Active and her cargo condemned as 
prize to the claimants, and process was 
directed to issue out of the court of admi- 
ralty command.ng the marshal of that 
court to sell the said vessel and cargo, and 
pay the net proceeds to the claimants, 
(Olmstead and others.) 


The mandate of the appellate court, 
was produced in the infevior court, the 
judge of which admitted the general ju 
risdiction of the court estabhshed by Con- 
gress, as an appellate court, but demed 
its power to controul the verdict of a jury, 
which had been rendered in favour of the 
captors the officers and crew of the Con 
vention, and therefore refused obedicnce 
to the mandate, but directed tie Marshal 
to make the sale, and after deducting char- 
ges, to bring the residue of the moncy in- 
to court, subject to its future order. 

The claimants then applied to the 
judges of appeals for an injunction to pro- 
hibit the Marshal from paying the money 
arising from the sales, into the court of 
admiralty, which was awerded and served 
upon him, in contempt of which, on the 
4th of January, '778, he puid the money 
to the judge, who acknowledged the re- 
ceipt thereof at the foot of the Marshal's 
return. 

On the Ist of May, 1779, George Ross, 
the judge of the court of admiralty, deli 
ered to David Rittenhouse who was thet 
Treasurer of the state o} Pennsylvania, the 
sum of 11,4962. 9s 9d. in loan office cer 
tificates, which was the proportion of the 
prize money, to which that state would 
have been entitled had the sentence of the 
court of admiralty remuined in force.

sylvania passed an act, requiring Eiae- 
beth Sergeant and Esther Waters, survi- 
ving executrixes of David Rittenhouse, 
deceased. to pay into the treasury of that 
state, the money arising out of the sale of 
the Active. With the requisition of this 
act, the said executrixes complied, contra- 
ry to the decree of the judge of the dis- 
trict court (Richard Peters. ) 

By the act aforesaid, the governor of 
Pennsylvania was required to protect the 
sights of the State, and the persons and 
property of the said Elizabeth Sergeant 
aid Esther Waters, by any means and 
measures that he might deem necessary, 
from any process whatever issued out of 
any federal court in consequence of their 
obedience to the requisition aforesaid. 

The Supreme Court of the United 
States having cenfirmed the decree of 
Judge Peters, in favor of Gideon Olmstead 
and others, lately issued a peremptory 
mandamus, commanding Judge Peters to 
issue process against the said Elizabeth 
Sergeant and Esther Waters. 

In consequence, Gov. Snyder informed 
the legisiature that he should call outa 
portion of the militia, in obedience to the 
law of 1803, to resist the service of the 
process of the federal court.

The 
centinel pressed the bayonet at his breast, 
and ordered h'm to stop—my duty will 
not suffer me tolet you proceeds An 
officer and a guard soon cleared the way 
of all except the marshal, he keeping his 
ground. He firmly addressed the officer, 
and made an attempt to enter, but did not 
succeed. He then demanded the names 
of those in uniform and those with wea- 
pons, that they might be reported. Gen. 
Bright ultimately ordered his men to 
charge bayonets. The marshal then read 
his writ, and said he would execute it at 
the risk of his life. The General replied 
* At the peril of your life do it.” Imme- 
diately a bayonet was put to his breast.— 
The marshal then addressed the soldiery, 
and regretted the present collision, but 
hoped the military would, after due con- 
sideration, withdraw, &c. as it would be 
considered TREASON thus ‘to oppose 
the authority of the U. S. and be punish- 
edas such; and declared, solemnly, his 
intention of eventually executing the pro- 
cess. He then asked the General if he 
wanted time to deliberate. ™ No, said he, 
I am determined to resist.” The mar- 
shal then, in the name of the U. S. com- 
manded him tolay dewn his arms. In 
the name of the commonwealth, General 
Bright commanded them to resist—he 
was obeyed, The marshal was then o- 
bliged to give it up.” 

It is said the Marshal is now organiz- 
ing and arming the fiosse to assist him in 
performing his duty: And if the legisla- 
ture does not interfere, it must end in 


bloodshed and civil commotion.

LEGISLATURE OF NEW-YORK. 


House of Assembly. 


Saturday, March 25. 

_ The supply-bill being under considera- 
tion, in committee of the whole—a clause 
had been offered and carried for dischar- 
@'ng all the state-printers, excepting S@uth- 
wick. This included Cheetham of New- 
York, and four district printers, whe had 


ing theJaws in their papers—and a clause 
had also been carried, in blank, for reg- 
utating the price of advertising for insol- 
vents. 

These clayses were highly offensive to 





Mr. German; and he intmediately intra | 
duced a clause to reduce the fees of law- 

yers, which he advocated in the most in- 

decorous manner, abusing all the law: ers 

en magse, and insinuating in pretty strong 

terms that they were litle better than a 

set of legal pick-pockets, 

Mr. Fairlie and Mr, 8anford rose near- 
ly at the same Moment to repel these in- 
sinuations. They declared them to be 
rude, illiberal, unjust and improper. 

Mr. Skinner also opposed German’s 
Clause. He said the gentleman from Che- 
nango had introduced it, because he was 
displeased about the two clauses concern- 
ing printers. 

Mr. German said he was surprised to 
see the lawyers so much alarmed—they 
were all buzzing. The clerk ef the su- 
preme court (Mr. Fairlie) seemed to be a 
little agitated. Perhaps (said Mr. G.) he 
thinks his turn may come next. 

The cleuse was lost. 

The committee then proceeded to fill 
up the blanks in the bill. On motion to 
allow the private secretary of the govern- 
or, an additional compensation of $ 31 244% 
per annum, a short debate arose—but the

The blanks in the clause for regulating 
the price of inserting insolvent’s notices 
in the state-paper, were filled with § 3. 
for six weeks, and $ 4 for ten weeks. 

Mr. German moved to reconsider the 
clause for dismissing the printers. He 
said it was all-important that the district 
printers should be retained, as there 
was no other way provided for promul ga- 
ting the laws; and ifthe laws were not 
made public, the people were not bound 
to obey them—Indeed he should consider 
it his duty, if this clause was not re-con- 
sidered, to offer a clause, declaring that 
no-man should be obliged to obey the 
laws. 

Mr. R. Van Horne said, he was aston- 
ished to hear such rebellious and treason- 
able doctrines from the gentlemen from 
Chenango. Did the gentleman intend to 
encourage opposition to the embargo laws. 
Those jaws consisted chiefly of frivate 
instructions from the president; and yet 
he believed the gentleman from Chenan- 
go was one of those who considered it as 
rebellious to disobey those laws --Mr. 
Van Horne said, that the Jaws were not 
made generally public, by inserting them 
in these district papers. They had but a 
limited circulation—-not much further than 
the printer could throw them from his 
garret..window, Théev were published 
piece-meal; and a law of any considera- 
ble length was peddied out through sev- 
eral papers—so that, before the conclu- 
sion,of a law was received, the paper con- 
taining the beginning would be destroyed 
or lost. Besides, the expence of those 
papers tosubscribers was not less than 
three Or four dollars—when they could 
purchase the laws of a whole session, neat- 
ly and correctly printed in a pamphlet for 
one dollar.—He said that he considered 
the law tor employing district printers as 
a plan to feed a few country printers, who 
could not live without public aid. He ad- 
ded that, if the people were disposed to 
get the laws through the medium of a 
newspaper, they might resort to the state 
paper. He ventured to say that was more 
generally diffused throughout the state, 
than all the district papers put together. 
Why, (said Mr. V. H.) the Albany Re- 
gister is circulated all over the state—es- 
pecially before an election. In the coun- 
ty where I live, and in other parts of the 
state, as I am informed, it is sent gratis in 
immense numbers—waActher (6 disseminate 
the lawa, or something else, is not for me 
to say. 

Mr. Ostrom was of the same opinion, 
with respect to the obscurity and limited 
circulation of the district papers. He 
said that they were printed but once a 
week, and they were the whole year in 





publishing all the Inws. He observed al- 
so, that a newspaper copy of a law, was 
not considered as good authority in a 
court of justice.

Monday, March 27. 

The principal part of this day was ta- 
ken up with the supply-bill, and its affur- 
tenances (for rabbish of every kind is scra 
ped together to tack onto the supply-bill.) 

Mr. G. Bloom moved to discharge all 
the state-printers after the ficst of May— 
lost. 

A clause was offered by Mr. Van Ant- 
werp, for reducing the salary of the At- 
torney-General. Mr. Van Antwerp hoped 
the blank would be filled with $1,500, in- 
stead of $2,000, the compensation allow- 
ed last year. He said, it had been ob- 
served by gentiemen out of doors, that 
the members had taken too high wages. 
That might be the opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General ; and if so, he could have no 
objection to reducing his own salary.— 
The clause was sy by Mr. Sanford, 
and advocated by Mr. G. Bloom. 

In support of the clause, it was urged, 
that the office of Attorney-General was 
one of the best in the state—that the du- 
ties were small, excepting in cases where 
the Attorney-General was required to ai- 
tend courts of Oyer and Terminer, and in 
those cases he was paid an extra. com- 
pensation of Ss 
whole salary and perquisites did not a- 
mount to less than six or seven thousand 
dollars a year. 

(The Attorney-General had, after the 
house adjourned on Saturday, complained 
of the impolicy of the democratic mem- 
bers voting for $4 per day—and this was 
considered asa retort for his intermed- 
dling.
